Berlin,  July  9.— The  Nazi  Government  today  abolished  the  legality  of 
marriages  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Austria,  and  made  civil  weddings 
alone  binding.  The  order  came  under  alaw  co-ordinating  marriage  and  divorce 
Jaws  of  Austria  with  those  of  Germany.    The  ruling,  effective  Aug.  1,  asserts 

that  "marriage  hereafter  will 
be  pronounced  'in  the  name 
of  the  state.' "  The  text  of  the 
law  continued: 

"Henceforth  marriage  will  be 
considered  not  a  private  contract 
but  the  concern  of  community  ex.

Captain  Stevens'  statement  clears 
up  a  number  of  mysterious  crimes 

The  following  official  announcement  was  made  in  Berlin: 
Between  November  1937  and  November  1938 

acts  of  sabotage 

were  committed  on  a  number  of  ships,  which  in  certain 
cases  led  to  the  loss  of  the  craft  with  all  hands.  The 
vessels  concerned  were  of  German,  Italian  and  Japanese 
nationality.  German  investigators  of  these  crimes  at  the  time 
were  struck  by  the  fact  that  such  acts  of  sabotage  never  took 
place  on  a  British  vessel. 

The  statements  of  Captain  Stevens,  completed  by  indepen- 
dent investigations,  have  now  revealed  the  facts. 

The  principal  perpetrator  of  these  acts  of  sabotage  was  a 
German  emigrant  named  Poetzsch.  He  was  commissioned  by 
the  British  Intelligence  Service.

As  early  as  the  beginning  of  September  1938  Poetzsch  was 
suspected  of  having  organized  the  outrages,  and  the  German 
Police  pressed  the  police  authorities  of  a  neutral  country  to 
order  his  arrest.  A  short  time  after,  however,  he  was  released 
following  intervention  from  British  quarters. 

At  the  present  moment  Poetzsch  is  serving  a  term  of  im- 
prisonment in  Denmark,  following  conviction  by  the  Municipal 
->-Court  of  Copenhagen  on  29  June  1939  on  a  charge  of  espionage 
in  favour  of  Britain. 

The  first  ship  of  British  origin  on  which  a  similar  act  was

German  Police   has  issued  the 
following  announcement: — 

Immediately  after  the  ruthless  outrage  in  the 
Buergerbraeukeller  on  November  8,  1939,  measures 
were  taken  which  would  allow  the  crime  to  be 
cleared  up  and  the  perpetrator  or  perpetrators  to  be 
arrested.  All  German  frontiers  were  immediately 
closed  and  their  control  intensified  in  order  to  faci- 
litate the  capture  of  the  criminal.  Among  those 
arrested  that  very  night  was  a  man  who  was  trying 
to  slip  across  the  German  frontier  into  Switzerland. 
This  was  Georg  Elser,  36  years  of  age  and  last  resi- 
ding in  Munich.  Findings  made  by  the  Special  In- 
vestigation Commission  sent  to  Munich  from  Police 
Headquarters  yielded  numerous  clues  as  to  how  the 
deed  had  been  prepared  and  carried  out.  The  per- 
petrator appeared  to  be  a  person  whose  exact  des- 
cription it  was  possible  to  circulate  as  -early  as 
November  12. 

Further  findings  confirmed  the  suspicion  that 
Georg  Elser  must  at  least  be  in  some  way  connected 
with  the  outrage.   Overwhelming  evidence  seized  by 


The  methods  employed  by  the  criminal  are  unique 
in  the  history  of  crime.  After  detailed  work  exten- 
ding over  several  weeks,  he  succeeded  in  placing  a 
charge  connected  to  a  fuse  timed  for  6  days  or  144 
hours  in  one  of  the  main  pillars  supporting  the 
ceiling  of  the  Buergerbraeukeller.  The  planning  ol 
the  crime  dates  back  as  far  as  September  or 
October  1938.  The  chamber  for  the  explosive  was 
built  in  during  August  1939,  the  charge  laid  on  the 
7th  day  before  the  meeting  in  the  Buergerbraeu- 
keller was  to  take  place.  Six  days  before  this  date, 
Elser  made  his  first  attempt  to  place  the  ready- 
timed  detonator  in  the  explosive  chamber.  In  this 
he  was  unsuccessful.  During  the  5th  night  before 
the  event,  circumstances  were  again  unfavourable, 
and  this  attempt  also  had  to  be  abandoned. 

The  night  between  the  4th  and  the  3rd  day  before 
November  8  provided  Elser  with  an  opportunity 
of  placing  his  detonator  in  the  explosive  chamber 
which  he  had  prepared.  He  thereupon  left  Munich 
immediately  in  order  to  make  his  way  to  Switzer- 
land, via   Stuttgart,   where  the  people  under  whose 
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instructions  he  had  acted  were  awaiting  him.  Defi- 
nite reasons  then  caused  him  to  return  to  Munich 
once  more  in  the  afternoon  of  November  7.  During 
the  night  of  November  7  to  8,  he  again  succeeded  in 
making  his  way  into  the  Buergerbraeukeller  in  order 
to  convince  himself  with  his  own  ears  of  the  ticking 
of  the  clock-work.  He  had  already  made  provision 
for  damping  the  sound  of  the  ticking.  Several  times 
during  that  night  he  ascertained  that  everything  was 


in  order.  On  the  morning  of  November  8,  he  break- 
fasted in  a  Munich  inn  lying  in  the  street  called 
Tal,  close  to  the  fsartor,  and  then  took  the  train  via 
Ulm  to  the  frontier.  During  the  night  of  November  8 
to  9,  he  attempted  to  cross  the  frontier  into  Switzer- 
land in  the  neighbourhood  of  Constance.  The  gene- 
ral alarm  which  had  by  this  time  been  put  through 
to  the  frontiers  frustrated  this  attempt,  and  he  was 
subsequently  arrested.

It  is  further  announced: — 

The  Headquarters  of  the  British  Intelligence  Ser- 
vice for  Western  Europe,  situated  at  The  Hague, 
have  been  attempting  for  a  long  time  to  instigate  and 
otsfoaire  plots.  inf£"ymaiav  ot  to  tfftt  into  touch -with, 
presumed  revolutionary  organizations.  Information 
as  foolish  as  it  was  criminal  and  emanating  from 
German  emigre  circles,  led  the  British  Government, 
and  the  Intelligence  Service  controlled  by  them,  to 
assume  that  an  opposition  movement  existed  in  the 
State,  the  Party  and  the  Armed  Forces,  which  aimed 
at  bringing  about  a  revolution  in  the  Reich.

On  November  9,  those  in  charge  of  this  European 
section  of  the  British  Intelligence  Service,  Mr.  Best 
and  Captain  Stevens,  attempted  to  cross  the  Dutch 
frontier  into  Germany  near  Venlo.  In  so  doing 
they  were  overpowered  by  the  German  officials 
who  had  kept  a  watch  on  their  movements,  and 
were  put  into  prison  by  order  of  the  Secret  Police. 
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France  of  her  gold 
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It  is  officially  announced  from  Berlin:  — 

The  main  outcome  of  the  recent  visit  of  the  French 
Minister  of  Finance  to  London  was  a  declaration 
issued  by  the  Governments  of  both  countries  regard- 
ing the  co-ordination  of  their  conduct  of  war  in  the 
economic  sphere. 

Six  joint  committees  were  appointed  to  supervise 
special  departments  such  as  armaments,  raw  material 
and  food-stuff  supplies,  transport  questions  and  eco- 
nomic warfare. 

In  a  long-winded  official  commentary,  these  measures 
were  described  as  the  most  important  event  since  j 
"the  outbreak  of  war,  and  the  advantages  rwhich  they  ' 
are  expected  to  bring  for  Britain  and  France  as  well 
as  for  the  economic  welfare  of  the  rest  of  the  world 
were  enumerated.  These  include  elimination  of  com- 
petition when  purchasing  abroad,  a  joint  use  of  the 
tonnage  available  in  both  countries,  greater  security 
for  convoys,  and  avoidance  of  future  economic  crises. 

This  official  cue  was  the  signal  for  a  paean  of 
praise  on  the  wireless  and  in  the  press  throughout  the 
British  Empire,  in  which  such  superlative  phrases 
about  this  "economic  alliance"  were  used  as  to  give 
rise  to  serious  suspicions  whether  something  was  not 
being  hushed  up. 

•  What  good  reasons  there  are  for  these  suspicions 
is  immediately  apparent  when  the  real  intentions  and 
consequences  of  this  Franco-British  agreement  are 
more  closely  examined. 

Turning  first  to  their  financial  significance:  —  It  is 
well-known  that  the  devaluation  of  sterling  has  been 
progressing  with  increasing  rapidity  ever  since  the 
outbreak  of  war.  Almost  every  country  which  linked 
its  currency  to  sterling  was  anxious  to  sever  this 
connection  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  the  so-called 
"sterling  bloc"  no  longer  exists.  Since  the  outbreak 
of  war.  the  United  States  of  America  have  given  up 
supporting  sterling  by  purchases  made  from  their  ex- 
change equalisation  fund. 


Britain,  far  from  maintaining  her  position 

as   the   world's   banker,   is   even   incapable 

of   checking   the   downward   course   of  her 

currency. 

A  fresh  acute  danger  threatens  Britain  now  that 
the  "cash  and  carry"  clause  forces  her  to  pay  for  her 
orders  of  armaments  in  the  United  States  not  merely 
in  cash,  but  in  dollars.  Britain  has  no  gold  available 
for  this  purpose,  as  her  stocks  of  gold  are  exhausted. 

During  the  last  14  months,  gold  to  the  value

These  losses  of  gold  bt^Sy.ie  so  menacing  that  they 
had  to  be  concealed  from  the  general  public.  At  the 
express  wish  of  the  British  Government,  the  usual 
weekly  announcements  of  shipments  of  gold  from 
Europe  to  the  United  States  were  suspended  some 
time  ago. 

In  order  to  finance  her  purchases  in  the  United 
States,  Britain  has  already  had  to  resort  to  selling  her 
holdings  of  shares  to  American  companies.  Every 
day  some  50  000  of  these  securities  are  converted  into 
ready  money  on  the  American  stock  exchanges,  a 
proceeding  which  cannot  of  course  be  continued 
indefinitely. 

In  addition,  Great  Britain  has  to  pay  large  sums  in 
French  francs  for  military  purposes.  If  these  francs 
and  the  dollars  necessary  for  purchases  of  armaments 
in  the  United  States  had  to  be  bought  in  exchange  for 
sterling,  it  would  become  wholly  impossible  to  check 
the  downward  trend  of  the  pound. 

One  of  the  main  aims  of  the  new  Franco-British 
agreement  admittedly  is  to  protect  the  currencies  of 
both  countries  and  to  enable  their  governments  to 
have  the  currency  reserves  of  the  two  countries  at 
their  joint  disposal. 

To  realise  this  aim,  France  will  now  have 
to  sacrifice  her  still  considerable  gold  re- 
serves of  close  on  100  milliard  francs  both  to 
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support  the  pound  and  to  pay  not  only  for  her 
own  but  also  for  Britain's  purchases  of  arma- 
ments in  the  United  States. 

She  will  also  have  to  place  at  Britain's  disposal, 
at  the  former  rate  of  exchange,  the  French  francs 
necessary  for  the  military  expenditure  of  the  British 
army. 

France  has  thus  renounced  the  possibility  of  an 
independent  currency  policy  by  finally  linking  the 
franc  to  sterling. 

Britain  has  not  only  used  French  gold  for 
her  own  ends,  but  has  linked  the  declining 
pound,  now  deserted  by  the  rest  of  the  world, 
to  the  French  franc,  thus  dragging  both 
together  down  to  disaster. 

The  repercussions  of  the  agreement  in  so  far  as  it 
affects  goods  and  transport  will  be  similar.  In  her 
supplies  of  food-stuffs,  France  is  largely  independent 
of  foreign  countries,  whereas  nearly  SO  %  of  Britain's 
supplies  come  from  overseas  and  are  being  threatened 
increasingly  by  Germany's  maritime  warfare. 

In  future,  France  with  her  rich  stores  of 

food-stuffs  will  not  only  have  to  feed  British 

troops  on  her  own  soil,  but  will  have  to  make 

good  the  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  food 

equired  for  the  -perdition  of  the  British  Isles. 

The  standard  of  living  ^r  both  countries,  which  the 
agreement  set  out  to  maintain,  will  thus  be  forced  on 
to  a  distinctly  lower  level.  France  will  further  have 
to  replace  sunk  British  ships  by  supplying  mercantile 
tonnage  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  to  Britain,  as 
well  as  war-ships  for  the  better  protection  of  British 
convoys. 

Finally,  France  will  have  to  submit  to  a  far-reaching 
reorganisation  of  her  production  since,  according  to 
the  agreement,  sterling  and  francs  are  in  future  only 
to  be  used  for  purchases  necessary  for  the  prose- 
cution of  the  war.  France's  large  exports  of  luxury 
goods,  wine,  clothing  and  fashion  articles  to  Britain 
will  thus  come  to  an  end.  Subsequent  unemployment 
will  have  the  effect  of  lowering  the  standard  of  living 
in  France  still  further. 

In  view  of  the  effects  of  this  new  economic  alliance, 
we  can  well  understand  Britain's  unconcealed  grati- 
fication at  its  conclusion,  as  well  as  the  remarkable 
reserve  with  which  it  has  been  accepted  by  the  French 
press.  Doubtless  the  latter  has  recognised  that  the 
British  lion,  true  to  historic  tradition,  has  secured  the 
lion's  share  for  himself  in  yet  another  partnership. 

France,  whose  army  in  this  war  has  up  till 
now  only  been  fighting  Britain's  battles,  has 
now  as  it  were  been  incorporated  financially 
and  economically  in  the  British  Empire.  She 
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will  in  future  have  to  sacrifice  her  wealth  and 
shed  her  blood  for  Britain  to  an  extent  which 
the  other  states  composing  the  British  Em- 
pire have  refused  to  do. 

The  customary  tune  played  by  the  leaders  of  British 
propaganda  would  lack  one  of  its  dominant  notes 
if  we  were  not  as  usual  told  that  the  benefit  of  the 
rest  of  the  world  is  one  of  the  main  aims  of  the 
agreement.  The  co-operation  thus  initiated  between 
the  Britisli  and  French  economic  systems  will,  we  are 
informed,  be  the  forerunner  of  an  organisation  for 
economic  peace  throughout  the  world  which  will  put 
an  end  to  all  economic  crises.  It  is  astounding  that 
anybody  should  still  exist  who  believes  that  an  im- 
pression can  be  made  with  such  phrases  culled  from 
the  terminology  of  Geneva. 

Phrases  cannot  disguise  the  fact  that  the  full  force 
of  this  agreement  is  not  only  directed  against  Ger- 
many but  to  a  greater  degree  against  the  neutral 
states. 

Thus,  for  instance,  the  official  commentary 
expressly  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  elimi- 
nation of  Franco  -  British  competition  in 
purchases  from  third  countries  aims  at  de- 
pressing prices. 

That  Britain  and  France,  in  view  of  their  financial 
situation  described  above,  imperatively  require  low 
price  iSveis^i  especially  for  their  armafnentTJUfcTTaSes" 
in  the  United  States,  can  well  be  believed.  But  it  can 
hardly  be  assumed  that  the  rest  of  the  world  will 
accept  such  an  alliance  with  its  one-sided  Franco- 
British  advantages  without  resorting  to  counter- 
measures. 

Opinions  in  neutral  countries  have  already  disclos- 
ed that  they  have  not  been  deceived  by  Britain's 
attempts  to  camouflage  the  real  points  at  issue. 

It  seems  much  more  probable  that  the  neutral  states 
who  so  far  have  been  the  main  sufferers  from  the 
economic  war  conducted  by  Great  Britain  will  defend 
themselves  against  this  fresh  assault. 

Germany  for  her  part  can  watch  this  "most  impor- 
tant event  since  the  outbreak  of  war"  with  stoic  in- 
difference. As  is  well-known,  Britain  many  years  ago 
drew  up  full  plans  for  her  economic  war  against 
Germany.  The  fact  that  she  should  be  forced  to  take 
fresh  action  when  the  war  is  only  a  few  weeks  old 
is  a  proof  that  her  preparations  were  inadequate  and 
that  she  has  discovered  weak  spots  and  danger 
signals  which  must  be  attended  to  before  it  is  too  late. 

All  that  she  has  now  done  is  to  add  6  more  commit- 
tees to  her  over-organised  and  muddled  system  of 
war  economy.  Their  activities  will  only  increase  the 
confusion  of  the  allies,  will  in  the  long  run  be  of  no  use 
to  Great  Britain,  but  will  seriously  injure  France,  in 
the  first  place,  and  then  the  neutral  states,  while 
Germany  will  get  off  scot-free. 
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The  International  Showdown; 
Humanity  At  The  Crossroads 


Great  storms  have  rolled  over  humanity;  changes  that  uprooted  well 
established  customs  and  principles  have  taken  place  again  and  again.  History 
is  full  of  records  of  movements  that  were  of  great  significance:  migration  of 
nations,  Crusades,  discoveries  of  new  worlds,  rise  and  fall  of  civilization;  the 
Christian  Era  and  Reformation,  Renaissance,  Revolutions,  establishment  of 
freedom  and  democracy.  In  spite  of  many  setbacks  the  general  trend  has  been 
to  increase  happiness  and  to  put  human  life  on  a  higher  level.  Up  to  this  time 
all  nations  struggled  to  be  free.  To  increase  human  dignity,  to  put  higher  value 
on  human  life,  to  reduce  suffering  to  the  minimum  and  at  the  same  time  enrich 
the  life  of  every  individual  was  the  goal  of  humanity.  These  were  the  criteria 
by  which  the  civilization  of  nations  was  judged.  Indeed  they  are  the  criteria 
today  especially  for  us  Americans.  We  still  believe  that  the  savages  are  those 
who  are  ruled  by  the  whims  and  pleasures  of  their  chiefs.  Among  them  human 
life  is  cheap;  superstition  grips  them;  the  standards  of  living  are  low;  security 
is  unknown,  brute  force  prevails;  justice  is  little  known — (if  it  is  known  at  all) 
— and  spiritual  values  are  almost  non-existent. 

Characteristics  of  high  civilization  on  the  other  hand  are:  peace,  security, 
justice,  freedom,  human  dignity,  high  valuation  of  human  life,  cultivation  of 
spiritual  values  and  high  standards  of  living.  Perhaps  more  could  be  added. 
I  firmly  believe  that  we  Americans  and  with  us  most  of  the  civilized  world  still 
subscribe  to  such  criteria  in  judging  a  civilization.  But  elsewhere  things  are 
different.  In  Nazi  Germany,  for  example,  the  highest  desideratum — the  things 
most  desired — are  service  to  the  state  and  its  undertaking — the  state  being 
something  arbitrary,  set  up  by  the  Fuehrer — the  Leader — and  his  henchmen. 
Truth  and  justice  to  them  are  obsolete  terms.  During  the  anniversary  celebra- 
tion of  the  founding  of  the  once  famous  University  of  Heidelberg,  Goebels,  the 
minister  of  propaganda,  said,  "If  the'  interest  of  the  state  demands  it  even 
science  and  truth  must  step  aside."  Science — Truth  to  step  aside  for  something 
which  is  often  just  whim,  and  often  a  plan  to  enslave  and  rob  another  nation! 

Shortly  after  the  occupation  of  Bohemia  and  Moravia,  Goebels  tried  to 
justify  the  theft  in  his  press,  and  in  one  issue,  dated  March  25,  we  read: 

"We  did  not  discuss  the  occupation  of  Bohemia  and  Moravia  with  England 
and  France  .  .  .  We  did  not  want  to  talk  with  them  about  such  obsolete  terms 
as  international  justice,  humanity  and  such  like.  These  things  simply  nauseate 
us  .  .  .

Shall  the  totalitarian  ideology  gain  mastery  over  Europe?  Shall  we  be  able 
to  withstand  it  here?  The  deeper,  the  ultimate  issue  is  not  to  make  the  world 
safe  for  democracy,  but  save  democracy  from  total  extinction  over  there  as  well 
as  here  and  from  return  to  cruel,  sordid  barbarism  from  which  humanity  has 
but  recently  emerged. 

The  showdown  between  forces  of  light  and  forces  of  darkness  is  at  hand. 
If  civilization  is  to  be  saved,  if  hope  of  humanity  is  to  survive,  these  forces  of 
light  must  be  victorious.  A  year  or  two,  or  maybe  three  will  reveal  our  fate. 
I  say  our  fate  because  our  future  is  closely  bound  up  with  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  world.  Isolationism  is  but  ostrichlike  unwillingness  to  see  the  truth.  It  is 
blind  and  where  not  blind,  is  vicious,  seeking  political  advantages  at  the  expense 
of  our  security.  Yes,  it  would  be  fine  if  we  could  be  sure  that  the  present 
showdown  does  not  concern  us,  that  we  can  turn  our  backs  on  the  rest  of  the 
world  and  live  in  blessed  isolation  and  security,  which  no  one  could  disturb, 

but  we  know  that  to  do  this  now  would  be  living  in  a  fool's  paradise it  would 

be  an  idle  dream  with  a  horrible  awakening.  Our  lot  now,  as  it  always  has  been, 
is  vigilance  no  matter  how  prolonged  or  costly. 

This  is  the  showdown— we  stand  at  the  crossroads  and  may  the  course  we 
take  be  the  right  one!  We  shall  pray  and  hope  that  we  may  not  be  drawn  into 

the  war  maelstrom,  we  shall  preach  peace,  practice  peace,  pray  for  peace but 

we  shall  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  are  at  war  already — at  war  with  the 
pernicious  postwar  ideologies  which  would  rob  us  of  our  blessed  American 
heritage  and  of  our  American  institutions.  These  we  shall  not  give  up  without 
a  fight;  these  we  shall  guard  with  our  lives,  these  we  shall  hand  to  our  posterity 
intact — be  the  cost  what  it  may.
